COUNTERFEITERS CAUGHT. 


Ttae Ofllcen 
In Ufere« OM 


Tinten at ^adluiapella—Vbe 
I>aya> Reoordof Eveats. 


Indiamapous, July 3.—Major Carter, 
chief of the United States secret service 
in this district, with the assistance of 
several 
officers, yesterday 
captured 
"Doc" Johnson, "Hoxie" Moor and L. 
S. Ashcraft, three old time counterfeit- 
ers, who have served time in the peni- 
tentiary. They are charged with being 
members of a large gang of mminals 
that has been circulating spurious money 
in Indiana for several months. 


Dubuqub, lowf^ July 3.—During a 
heavy storm yesterday afternoon, two 
boys named Corbett and Bennett, who 
were herding cows in the outskirts of 
city, took refuge in a bam. 
The build- 
ing was struck by lightning and both 
boys were instantly killed. 
The storm 
was the severest for years, blowing down 
trees, flooding cellars and washing out 
streets. 


Tucson, Ariz., July 3.—Paul Bebeille 
killed himself yesterday afternoon by 
taking poison and then shooting him- 
self through the head. 
The deceased 
had claimed he was robbed of several 
hundred dollars intrusted to him. An 
examination of the person charged wa^ 
set for yesterday afternoon. 
Bebeille 
left a letter exonerating the accused. 
The fact that he had squandered the 
money himself .led to his suicide. 


SIAOK ^ROBBBBS. 


Tbejr Stop a Staire in tbe West and 
Rob tbe Occapanta. 


Chbtenni;, Wy., June 3.—The south 
bound stage coach from Lander to Baw- 
lins was held up and robbed Monday 
near Bongis by three road agents. Mrs. 
Jones, wife of the Indian agent, and her 
three children, were the only passengers 
on the coach. The robbers compelled 
her to give up all her money and valu- 
ables and the keys to her trunks. They 
emptied the trunks, taking the valua- 
bles. They then took the mail bags, cut 
them open, and took the registered let- 
ters and valuables. 


They kept the driver covered with a 
revolver until the work of going through 
the mail was completed, when they dis- 
appeared in the darkness. 
Depuly 
Sheriff Arent, of Landers, with twenty 
Shoshone Indians, is on the trail of the 
robbers with a chance of catching them. 


AN SeVPTIAN BATTI.B. 


Tbe Bryptian Troops Defeat tbe 
Derviebes—Otber Vorelyn New«. 


Cairo, July 3.—The Eyptian troops, 
under Colonel Woodhouse, have had a 
battle at Arquin, with the Dervishes, 
and defeated them and put them to 
rout. The Dervishe's loss in killed and 
wounded is reportted to be five hun- 
dred, and that of the Egyptians only 
seventy. Two Egyptian officers were 
wounded. Colonel Woodhouse is pur- 
suing the flying Dervishes. 


The battle extended seven miles along 
the river bank, the Dervishes retiring 
northward foot by foot. More fighting 
is expected.

Johnstown, Pa., July 3.—The Cone- 
maugh valley is again deluged with 
water. The rain which began falling 
last evening still continues and the 
mountain streams in many places are 
out of their banks. 
For a time last 
night the rain fall was much heavier 
than that which preceded the breaking 
of the South Fork dam. 
Many work- 
men have narrowly escaped drowning. • 


In Cambria d i y several houses were 
again flooded, and flve families were 
compelled to vacate and go to the hills. 
The camps occupied by the workmen 
were also flooded and the men were com- 
pelled to remain up all night. The 
Conemaugh is still rising, and all com- 
munication is again cut off from Johns- 
town proper. 


At noon the rain was still pouring 
down, and the streams continue to rise. 
Many families are preparing to take to 
the hills.

Will Break tbe Back of Mon- 
opoly Completely. 


The Semtinei. yesterday had the in- 
teresting proceedings of the state board 
of education in receiving the bids of the 
new Indiana School Book company, of 
which Hon. Wm. Fleming and Hon. B. 
C. Bell, of tlhis city, are conspicuous 
members.

It is 
dearly the dnty of the board to give this 
bid a thorough consideration.. The 
people ci this state are in earnest in 
their determination to drive out the 
impudent school-book ring, which has 
been fattening here so long; its aiders 
and abetten will find ont how de- 
termined the peo]^ are when these have 
a dhanoe to speak again in ttiis matter."

He entered upon 
the discharge of his duties, stopped lit- 
tle leakages, put the road in good condi- 
tion, ran it on business principles, and 
soon made it pay handsome dividends. 
As a reward for his faithfulness, intelli- 
gence, vigilance and business sagacity, 
he now finds himself president of two 
great roads with an income of about 
$100,000 per year.
